California as the author of "No Life For a Lady," a recently pub­ 
lished book that becam e a national best seller and has been on the 
lists since publication. 
She was the first w inner of the Houghton 
Mifflin Company Life in America Award. 


Prom inent 
in 
poiitics 
and* 
w om en’s club work in Berkeley 
a year ago she decided to take 
a m uch-needed rest 
from 
her 
travels over the state as ch air­ 
man of the American Citizenship 
Group of th e California F edera­ 
tion of Women's Clubs, and de­ 
cided to w rite a book of her life 
in New Mexico w hen it was still 
the wild and woolly West. 
She 
was prom pted to w rite her expe­ 
riences when an 18-year-old girl 
asked her one day, “W hat w as a 
livery stable?” 


Knew the Old West 
Having w ritten her story she 
sent it to Boston and was su r­ 
prised to find that it was not 
only accepted but wa- given the 
honor of being the first w inner 
of this Life in America A ward, 
Agnes Morley Cleaveland is well- 
qualified to talk on the Old West, 
for she covered a cattle range on 
horseback, and won the right to 
designate herself as a “side sad­ 
dle cow hand.” 
She was born in Cinarron, New 
Mexico, the night Clay Allison, 
the noted gunman, shot up the 
town. Her father built the Santa 
Fe railroad through Colorado and 
New Mexico, fighting the Indians 
w ith one hand and building his 
railroad with the other, and liv­ 
ed on the bark of trees w hile 
doing it. H e lead the Santa Fe 
forces against those of the D en­ 
ver & Rio G rande in the Royal 
Gorge of the A rkansas river, and 
captured and held the 
famous 
gorge for the Santa Fe. 
W hen an unloaded gun killed 
him ju st before he was to start 
a railroad from Nogales to M ex­ 
ico City, the family moved to a 
ranch in the w ildest part of New 
Mexico, and as her m other knew 
nothing about a cattle ranch, Ag­ 
nes, then 15, and her brother, 
Ray, then 14, had to run the 
ranch. And they did. It becam e 
the largest ranch in New Mexico. 
Every Monday as a girl she m ade 
a round trip of 40 miles on horse­ 
back to get the mail. 


A dventurous Youth 
She played poker one 
night 
with two rustlers who came to 
steal horses, and w ent aw ay in 
the m orning with nothing bu t a 
beating. She hunted grizzlies; she 
taught school w here her pupils 
ranged from a six-year-old to a 
boy older than herself and carry ­ 
ing a six-shooter. She and T hree­ 
Fingered Pete w ere the best rid ­ 
ers in C atron county. 
Buffalo 
Bill’s talent scout offered h e r a 
job, but she refused because she 
said, “anyone with sense w ants 
to keep a horse from bucking.” 
She came in a sheeted w agon; 
she knew th e great days of the 
open range; she saw barbed w ire 
replace 
horseflesh, 
and 
state 
roads run down her canyons. She 
lived through one of the great 
ages of America. Throughout her 
life, anything m ight happen and 
frequently did. (It still does).

At 67 her vitality is amazing. 
She possesses a trem endous res­ 
ervoir of vim, vigor and vitality.

Judiciously Says Well-Known Writer; 
Predicts Startling World Changes 


It is the considered opinion of Carleton Smith, lecturer and 
writer, that the defeat of Adolph Hitler is only incidental and that 
America and the world faces the big test after this war is over. 
Guest at El Mirador during the past week, the intelligent young 
writer described briefly some of the things he had observed in 
Germany during a number of visits, the last of which was in 1938. 


Like m any another expert ob­ 
server he is fully im pressed with 
the m ight of H itler’s m ilitary m a­ 
chine, takes cognizance of some 
of the G erm an leader's economic 
accom plishm ents 
and 
y et 
be­ 
lieves 
th at 
unless 
H itler 
can 
achieve peace while 
his 
cam ­ 
paign of conquest is at its height, 
he is doomed to defeat. 
Travels Extensively 
D uring 
the 
past 
tw o 
years 
Sm ith 
has 
traveled 
w idely 
throughout Russia. Not long age 
he returned from seven m onths 
in South America. He has spent 
considerable tim e in m ost Euro­ 
pean and A siatic countries. And 
th e im pressions he has obtained, 
the facts he has learned impels 
him to say: 
"Enorm ous changes are going 
on very rapidly in every coun 
try. We are going to have change 
here. It cannot be prevented, but 
it can be directed. We m ust use 
intelligence in this direction.” 
He continued, “If and w hen the 
w ar w ith H itler is won th e vic­ 
tory does not solve the biggest 
problem. True, it will be a m ajor 
accom plishm ent. But w hen it is 
done we cannot say, ‘Well, it’s all 
over. 
L et 
business go 
on 
as 
usual.’ T hat would only be set­ 
ting the stage for other wars, 
o ther H itlers.” 
Efficient Spy Service

G erm any a num ber of tim es with 
H itler in 1933, ’35, ’36 and ’38. 
He has a high opinion of the 
G erm an leader’s powers of or­ 
ganization and command. H e also

G erm an organizations has gone 
to obtain every bit of detailed in­ 
form ation concerning this coun­ 
try, even to recording the types 
of soil in various townships. 
Sm ith w rites several

He has since

first started eight or nine years 
ago. He w rites special stuff also 
for th e New York Times and the

H erald-Tribune,

Mr Speaker, in these trying days when we need 
to cherish our right to express ourselves, I want 
to take this opportunity to pay tribute to the home­ 
t o w n newspapers. 
They are contributing a very 
major part in the preservation of the American 
way of life. 
These home-town editors consistently keep on 
an even keel in these trying times; never lending 
their influence to the jingoists and warmongers, 
vet always praising the young men who are called 
to the service. They are contributing to our pre­ 
paredness program and have helped to build up a 
spirit of patriotism and a feeling of security which 
is our American heritage. They minimize the hor­ 
rors of war as pictured by the metropolitan pi ess, 
vet they are building more Americans than any 
other current medium of the printed word—not 
excluding the Congressional Record. 
From reading these papers regularly, I would 
not know that there was a war in progress in Eu­ 
rope. nor who is fighting across the seas. But they 
are sending a message of patriotism into the mil­ 
lions of homes that receive them and building a 
love of country which will serve us in good stead it 
and when this country is called upon to defend its 
traditions.

It is there that a written 
record is made of anniversaries and milestones, 
which we love to remember. It is the home-town 
paper that announces the arrival of the newborn 
babes in the American homes. It carries the story 
of the passing of our citizens when they go to the 
great beyond, these stories that remind you of 
their virtues and force of character and their con­ 
tribution to society. 
It is the home-town papers 
that bring welcome news of friends back home to 
those who are away from their home communi­ 
ties. 
It has been my observation that the local editor 
is a gretty good fellow. When you have a meeting 
of the church board, the chamber of commerce, 
the town council, the hoard of education, the serv­ 
ice clubs, the Parent-Teacher Association, the wel­ 
fare organizations, and other public-spirited gath­ 
erings, you will usually find the editor there. He 
is playing his part as a citizen. He is lending his 
hand to those things that make our communities 
better. 
I think that the home-town paper is one of the 
greatest of public servants. Its pages are open to 
our churches, our schools, the Red Cross, the Boy 
Scouts, the Campfire Girls, and every other worth­ 
while enterprise. In fact, the contents of the home­ 
town paper consists of those things that build in­ 
dividuals and the community. 
The unwholesome 
and the sordid news items are never found there. 
The home-town paper is a great American in­ 
stitution. It is an essential part of our great self- 
governing Republic. 
It is a product ol American 
independence. 1 say thank God for the treedom of 
the press and the American home-town papers.

BARBARIAN 


By W ILLARD PRICE 
JO HN DAY 


At a tim e w hen the book shops 
are flooded w ith tomes both fac­ 
tual and fictional dealing with 
the European conflict in particu­ 
lar, it m ust necessarily be of in­ 
terest w hen one runs across a 
book which concerns itself with 
a lesser-know n, bu t vitally im­ 
portant theatre of world events, 
the F a r East. Mr. Price’s story 
is in the form of an historical 
novel, and its locale is the Japan 
of th e latter p art of the nine­ 
teenth century. 
The author is 
well qualified to speak upon the 
subject, for he has lived in Japan 
for a num ber of years and his 
book 
bears am ple evidence of 
painstaking research. 
Jap an in 1853, at the opening 
of th e tale, w as a relic of 
the 
m edieval ages—an isolated, jeal­ 
ously guarded land whose people 
rejected every overture of for­ 
eign nations in the 
m atter 
of 
trade and comm erce. Indeed, so 
deep w as their m istrust of out­ 
siders that foreign sailors, ship­ 
w recked on their shores, w ere in­ 
stantly executed. 
Tells of Perry's Coming 
B ut on July 8 of th e year m en­ 
tioned above there sailed into 
Uraga Bay an A m erican squad­ 
ron of four w ar vessels, under 
Commodore Perry. 
His mission 
was to open Jap a n to A m erican 
trade, by persuasion, if possible, 
by force if necessary. And, under 
the frow ning m uzzles of P erry ’s 
guns, negotiations w ere begun. 
W ith Perry was young Jona­ 
than Boone, and B arbarian is the 
story of the subsequent years of 
his life in Japan. 
Young Jona­ 
than brings a w ife with him to 
share the rigors of existence in 
a country th at is throw n into be­ 
w ildering chaos by the advent of 
W estern “civilization.” By sheer, 
driving force of character 
he 
carves his place in the schem e 
of things, creating friends and 
m ortal enem ies in the process. 
A t length he is forsaken by his 
wife, Vivian, w ho has been w hol­ 
ly selfish and unsym pathetic d u r­ 
ing their years of struggle. A fter 
she has gone, he turns to Tora, 
the gentle, lovely sister of his 
Japanese friend K an. He m arries 
Tora, and realizes some of the 
happiness w hich has been denied 
him. It is some tim e later that 
he learns th at Vivian, after the 
divorce, has borne him a child. 
He is content enough, however, 
to have the boy rem ain w ith his 
m other. 
Japanese Learn Well 


Then the inevitable begins to 
happen. The Japanese, h a v i n g 


learned well from their teachers, 
a re able to accomplish all that 
they have been taught w ithout 
fu rth er assistance. 
They build, 
trade, conduct their business in 
such m anner th at the W estern­ 
ers cannot hope to compete, econ­ 
om ically, and gradually they be­ 
come once m ore their own m as­ 
ters. W ith the change comes bit­ 
terness and h atred for all the 
evils and injustices that have fol­ 
low ed in the w ake of the “civil­ 
izing” process. 
The great earthquake occurs, 
and am id the horror and suffer­ 
ing, Vivian comes again i n t o 
Jo n ath an ’s life, but it is a sadder 
and w iser Vivian. She has real­ 
ized, long since, her cruelty to 
him , and heT regeneration 
is 
com pleted during her w ork with 
’quake victims. Tora sees t h a t 
Jonathan still loves his form er 
wife, and finds a final solution 
to the problem in her own way. 
A nd in the end comes retribution. 
K an, whose too-eager acceptance 
of W estern ways has reduced him 
through the years to a state of 
financial and m oral ruin, 
ap ­ 
points him self as avenger of his 
people, and, having assumed once 
m ore his hereditary role of ronin, 
or sword-m an, visits 
Jonathan 
for a last, dreadful time. 
This is a book which can be 
w ell recom m ended, and its reve­ 
lation of the factors which have 
resulted in m odern-day 
Japan 
m ake it of unusual interest. 
Incidentally, Mr. Pri^e m ay be 
regarded as m ore o r less of a lo­ 
cal author, for he has lived in 
C athedral City for some time.

In Memoriam 


Like comets, great geniuses ap­ 
pear only once in many decades, 
som etim es centuries. 
On N ovem ber 6, 1859, a m usi­ 
cal genius of first m agnitude was 
ushered into our earthly sphere 
—Ignace Jan 
Paderew ski. 
His 
light shone alm ost uninterrupt 
edly through eighty-tw o years, 
when it disappeared from our 
mortal vision, leaving an im m or­ 
tal afterglow. 
Paderew ski was 
one of the w orld’s greatest pian­ 
ists, no t so m uch by dint of a 
superlative technique but rather 
through his superior 
m usician­ 
ship and poetry and last, but not 
least, through his person, ability 
and nobility of character which 
was im pressed in his playing as 
well as in his appearance. A ny­ 
one w ho saw him at the time 
when an aureale of golden-red 
wavy h air glowed like a 
halo 
around his delicately chiselled, 
intellectual

crowning 
the slender erect body, faultlessly 
groomed, with his dstinguished, 
charm ing m anners, knew he was 
in the presence of an aristocrat 
of mind and soul. And w hen his 
slender fingers touched the keys 
of the piano and the most be­ 
w itching poems sprang from the 
instrum ent, one was lifted into a 
world of pure beauty and joy. 
No w onder th e firm of Stein­ 
way and Sons risked a fortune in 
publicity after hearing and see­ 
ing him.

A m erica faces trem endous is­ 
sues. I am not thinking of w ar 
issues, but of even greater ones 
to come, after the w ar is over. 
1. T here is the 
certainty 
of 
post-w ar unem ploym ent. 
2. There is the prospect of post­ 
w ar socialism. 
3. There is, following on the 
heels of state socialism, the dan­ 
ger of loss of our democracy. 
No. 1 we m ust m eet and solve. 
Perhaps some sort of expanded 
CCC program would be able to 
take care of it for a tim e. Even­ 
tually, how ever, a realignm ent of 
the schem e of production 
and 
distribution 
w ill 
be 
necessary, 
and that brings a threat of No. 2. 
M any of us who w ere at one 
tim e dream ing of state control, 
o r even state ow nership, h a v e 
been rudely aw akened by the ex­ 
am ples of Russia and G erm any 
and Italy. We are convinced now 
th a t 
state 
socialism, 
how ever 
beautiful in theory, 
is 
loaded 
w ith m enace to our institutions. 
It could w ell be the death stab 
to democracy. 
But state socialism is looming 
on the horizon. O ur present poli­ 
tical paths lead tow ard it, our 
statesm en are looking in th a t di­ 
rection. It is coming—unless we 
m ake it unnecessary. U nless we 
substitute an alternative to the 
old order, the old order of p ri­ 
vate venture, we shall have state 
venture. 
P rivate 
venture 
has 
broken down so m any tim es, both 
in peace and in war, th a t the 
party in pow er w ill not again try 
to galvanize it into life, but will 
set up the m achinery of state in 
the field of enterprise. 
There is an alternative, never 
tried out largely in America, but 
a going success in European coun­ 
tries. T hat saving alternative is 
cooperation. Beginning u nder p ri­ 
vate initiative, it has become in 
those countries a public benefac­ 
tion. Sweden, Norway, D enm ark. 
Sw itzerland have proved it out. 
and at th e tim e w ar descended 
upon them those nations were 
rising to new heights of indus­ 
trial promise. 
O ur choice will shortly be one 
of these, three: 
unem ploym ent 
chaos, state socialism, or volun­ 
tary cooperation. W ith the return 
of peace tim es we shall have to 
choose, 
or 
economic 
pressure, 
w ith 
short-cutting 
politicians 
back of it, w ill m ake the choice 
(or us.

(Continued irom First Page) 
the third shot from th e 12-gauge. 
B radsher had a long, ten-inch 
blade hunting knife at his w aist. 
He started for the beast in ten d ­ 
ing to skin it. As h e took hold of 
the limp carcass the 
pow erful 
beast, which weighed about 110 
pounds, suddenly came to life. It 
sunk its teeth into 
B radsher’s 
right hand, its long claws rak ed 
his arm s and legs. D esperately 
Bradsher sought to strangle th e 
big beast w ith his one hand. F o r 
a few m om ents he and the lion 
fought on fairly equal term s. B u t 
the sportsm an was taking a v ic­ 
ious claw ing and felt h e couldn’t 
struggle m uch longer w ith th e 
m addened beast. 
Slabs Animal to Death 
Finally B radsher w as able to 
work one hand loose from the a n i­ 
mal long enough to jerk out his 
knife and stab the lion. 
Tim e 
after tim e the knife 
plunged 
deep. Second s*‘" r terrible sec­ 
ond, seconds which s°em ed hours, 
the lion sought to claw and b ite 
his enemy to dea.h. 
Frenzicdly 
the man struck w ith the knife 
in his free hand. At last the beast 
weakened and lay dead. 
It was a w eary, bloody B rad ­ 
sher who got to his feet and gaz­ 
ed ruefully at the anim al he had 
so m istakenly thought dead. A ft­ 
er resting a w hile he finished 
the work he had started, skinning 
the lion. L ate th at evening h e 
proudly brought his new trophy, 
his scars and clothing, ripped to 
rags, 
back 
to 
Palm 
Springs. 
Luckily for B radsher none of 
the bites o r claw rakings w ere 
particularly deep. 
He suffered 
probably a hundred w ounds bu t 
none required more than liberal 
douses of antiseptic. 
Even now, however, he 
h as 
olenty of raw , red scars to show 
how near w as his brush w i t h 
death in 
the sort 
of struggle 
which is alm ost unheard of these 
days. 
Bags Wildcat, Too 
W ith his vanquishing of 
th e 
m ountain lion, B radsher enhanc­ 
ed his reputation around 
P alm 
Springs as a wild anim al hunter. 
Last October 25 the skeet ex p ert 
was leaving th e club, w hich is 
a mile or so beyond the high 
school off Ramon Road, w hen h e 
saw a w ildcat cross the 
road 
about a hundred yards from th e 
club entrance. Three quick shots 
from the reliable 12-gauge fin ­ 
ished off the w ildcat. B radsher 
and friends later paced off th e 
distance. It w as sixty-three yards. 
The w ildcat was skinned and 
is now a trophy at the skeet club 
w here the m ountain lion skin 
soon will be another adornm ent. 
B radsher could have garnered a 
bounty of $75 or so from the state 
on the m ountain lion, bu t pre­ 
ferred to keep his trophy as a 
m om ento of the incident w hich 
cam e so n ear to costing his life.
